BEANS 

Several  years  ago  we  became  convinced  that  this 
was  an  ideal  soil  and  climate  for  growing  seed 
beans.  We  gradually  increased  our  acreage  on  this 
crop  until  this  season  we  will  grow  about  1,000 
acres.  Under  normal  conditions  we  grow  the  best 
beans  in  the  world  and  we  anticipate  seeing  this 
country  one  of  the  great  beans  sections  of  the  world. 
Culture: 

For  snap  beans  in  the  garden  plant  as  soon  as 
frosts  are  over  2 inches  deep,  4 inches  apart  and 
in  rows  from  20  to  26  inches  apart.  For  seed  do 
not  plant  until  June  1st  to  10th.  See  that  the  soil 
is  kept  damp  all  the  time  after  planting  and  never 
let  them  become  stunted  by  lack  of  moisture.  They 
do  best  on  good  soil.  For  heavy  soil  like  Pleasant 
Valley  and  Lucerne  districts,  the  seed  bean  is  much 
better  than  the  pinto  as  they  will  mature  much 
earlier.  For^  dry  land  and  very  sandy  soils  we 
advise  the  pinto  beans  although  in  wet  years  the 
sandy  ground  if  enriched  is  fine  for  any  bean.  ^Sod 
ground  is  the  best  of  all.

Culture:  From  early  April  until  August  they 

may  be  planted  in  succession  as  they  require  but 
two  months  in  w'hich  to  mature.  Use  one  ounce  of 
seed  for  50  feet  of  drill  or  8 pounds  to  the  acre. 
Plant  one  inch  deep,  rows  18  inches  apart.  For 
extra  early  they  may  be  raised  in  hot  bed  and  trans- 
planted. As  they  begin  to  form  a good  top  thin 
them  out  for  greens,  leaving  six  inches  space  for  the
